Abuses of ASC 


Co-Sponsor of the Bill 
Spells Out Progrom to 
Strongthen Organization 


WASHINGTON — Senator Stu­ 
art Symington (Mo.) has joined 
with Senator Hubert H. Humph­ 
rey (Minn.) in sponsoring a bill 
spelling out the authority and re­ 
sponsibilities of the farmer-elected 
community and county ASC com­ 
mittees. 
Also joining wdth Senator Hum­ 
phrey in co-sponsorship of this 
bill, were Senators Johnston (S. 
C.), Kerr (Okla.), M urray (Mon­ 
tana), 
Neuberger 
(O re.), 
and 
Scott (N. C.). 
In introducing the bill, Senator 
Humphrey said it would give leg­ 
islative status to the farmer elect­ 
ed community and county com­ 
mittees. He explained this system 
is now responsible for adminis­ 
tration of seven major agricul­ 
tural programs involving billions 
of dollars of tax money and gov­ 
ernment property, including the 
$1.2 billion Soil Bank enacted in 
1956. 
In supporting the measure. Sen­ 
ator Symington recalled past ef­ 
forts by Missouri Senators and 
Congressmen to get the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture to correct 
abuses o f duly elected county 
committees 
by 
the USD A 
ap­ 
pointed 
State 
ASC .Committee 
during 1953 through 1956. 
Senator Symington said t h a t 
“during a three-year period some 
55 farmer-elected county c-o m - 
mitteemen 
were 
removed 
from 
office ,n Missouri, 29 per cent of 
all the removals in the entire 
country for that period." 
Members of the Missouri dele­ 
gation 
charged 
these 
removals 
were on unsubstantiated charges. 
Hearings were held in Missouri 
in November of 1955. a n d in 
Washington, both in 1955 and 19- 
56. More thah a quarter of a mil­ 
lion words of sw’orn testimony 
was taken in regard to the Mis­ 
souri situation. 
Senator Symington said he w-as 
co-sponsoring 
the 
measure 
be­ 
cause he feels it is “an honest at­ 
tempt 
to 
provide 
safeguards 
which will insure the continued 
operation of our farmer - elected 
committee system — the back­ 
bone of our entire farm program.” 
The Missouri Senator said the 
bill is “in no sense a reprisal for 
past actions—it seeks only to pre­ 
vent the occurrence of such abus­ 
es in the future." 
'The present operation of the 
county farmer-elected committee 
system Is based almost entirely 
on administrative directives. The 
bill introduced includes the fol­ 
lowing: 
1. Fixes procedures for conduct 
of local and county elections am ­ 
ong farmers; 
2. Provides that at least one 
member of the state committee 
shall be elected by members of 
the farmer-elected county com­ 
mittees; 
3. Provides authority for the 
county committee t o determine 
what work it shall do itself and 
w’hat work it shall delegate to 
employees for whom it shall be 
responsible; 
4. Provides that state commit­ 
tees may only require delegation 
of responsibility for day-to-day 
office operations to county office 
managers “with the approval of 
the majority of the county com­ 
mittees in a state”; 
5. Provides that when such of­ 
fice managers are required, they 
shall be “employed by and be 
responsible to the county com­ 
mittees.” 
6. Requires that before an elect­ 
ed committee member may be re­ 
moved from office for cause, he 
must be furnished with a state­ 
ment of charges and be provided 
w’ith a fair hearing at w’hich he 
has an opportunity to answer any 
charges. 
Sponsors of the bill said they 
had taken into consideration views 
of the Department of Agriculture 
officials presented at the hearings 
last year a n d hoped Secretary 
Benson and his assistants w’ould 
approve. 
“The bill we are introducing 
provides safeguards for grassroots 
operation of the farm program 
with as much authority and re­ 
sponsibility 
as 
possible 
being 
placed with the farmers them ­ 
selves through the elective pro­ 
cess,” said Senator Symington. “It 
should prevent any recurrence of 
the dictatorial bureaucratic prac­ 
tices to which many Missouri far­ 
mers testified in hearings in Mis­ 
souri and Washington.”

A law passed in the closing days 
of the last Congress and signed by 
the President m akes it unlawful 
for any person to place in inter­ 
state com m erce any household re­ 
frigerator m anufactured cm or af­ 
te r the law becomes effective un­ 
less it is equipped with a special 
closing device. Such devices will 
enable the door to open from the 
inside and m ust also conform with 
the standards to be prescribed by 
the Secretary of Com m erce. The 
purpose of this law is to put an end 
to the continually mounting death 
toll of small children—115 in the 
past ten years—that have 
been 
trapped and suffocated in these 
boxes while playing. 
The effective date of this law 
is approxim ately 14 months off. 
However, it is hoped that industry 
will not require that much tim e. 
Some m anufacturerers have long 
been concerned with the problem. 
Some m anufacturerers, began its 
research several years ago on a 
closing device that 
would 
help 
m ake a refrigerator child-safe and 
announced seven 
m onths 
before 
Congress passed the law that all 
of its new' refrigerators would be 
equipped with the new M agnetic 
Safety Door. There are no latches 
or m echanical 
closing 
devices 
whatever. Doors are held shut by 
perm anent bar m agnets and can 
be pushed open from the inside. In 
order to speed the safety program 
the company has offered to license 
other m anufacturers to use the 
m agnetic door idea. 
But even if every refrigerator 
m anufacturer today were equipped 
w ith this safety feature, the prob­ 
lem will rem ain with us for anoth­ 
er ten years or more—since it will 
be approxim ately that long before 
the new safety boxes begin to re­ 
place the present death-traps a- 
mong the discards in junk heaps 
and vacant lots, backyards 
and 
basem ents. 
Thus. 1he peril of the abandoned 
refrigerator rem ains, for the tim e 
being, what it has been. In spite of 
widespread publicity, in spite of 
laws being considered in m any 
states requiring the rem oval of 
doors and latches before these box­ 
es are thrown out, adventurous 
youngsters continue to lose their 
lives in suffocating darkness. 
All credit is due to the m anufac­ 
turers w'ho have sought in advance 
of legal requirem ents to elim inate 
this horror. And m ay their exam p­ 
le dram atize the danger in 
the 
cast-off. But. unless we do a better 
job of dism antling old boxes before 
they are discarded, the next ten 
years could roll up a m ore sham e­ 
ful record than the past decade. 
Rip off those doors! See that oth­ 
ers do!

Farm ing, its problem s, and its 
so lu tio n have long been subjects 
of wide and som etim es frenzied dis 
russion. And some of the talk not 
only generates m ore heat than 
light, but leads to serious miscon­ 
ceptions and misrepresentations. 
Take, for instance, the argum ent 
that the family farm is on the way 
out and. unless drastic steps arc 
taxeii, will soon be only • memory. 
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T hat argum ent was factually an­ 
sw ered in m id-Septem ber by ,* 
- 
ing Secretary of A griculture True 
D. Morse. His statem ent is based 
on an analysis of 
inform ation 
from the last Census of Agricul­ 
ture—and here are some of the 
facts produced. 
The proportion of fam ily farm s 
to the total num ber of farm s in 
the U. S. has heid steady in re­ 
cent years. There has been no 
change in the total 
num ber 
of 
farm s operated by fam ilies in the 
last 15 years. 
In a late year, fam ily-operated 
farm s com prised about 97 percent 
of all our farm s, leaving only 
about three per cent for the large- 
scale farm s. The percentage 
of 
farm ers w*ho were full or part own­ 
ers of the land they worked stood 
at 75 per cent—an all-tim e record 
high. F arm tenancy, by contrast, 
was at a record low. 
Increasing 
mechanism 
allows 
family farm s to operate with less 
hired labor than in the past—and 
also perm its family farm s of great­ 
er acreage. As Mr. Morse puts 
it, “ authorities generally 
agree 
that the family farm will continue 
to dom inate American Agriculture. 
The fam ily farm is not only be­ 
ing preserved but strengthened . . 
About 7 out of 10 farm ers have 
no m ortage debt. F arm foreclos­ 
ures are near record low .” And he 
points to various D epartm ent of 
Agriculture program s designed to 
further strengthen 
fam ily 
farm ­ 
ing. including increased research, 
new authority for credit, increased 
budgets for conservation work, and 
the soil bank. 
In this connection, some state­ 
m ents m ade in Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Benson’s new book are apt 
indeed. The book, “ F arm ers at the 
C rossroads.” has been 
published 
by the Devin-Adair Company, and 
goes deeply into the agricultural 
situation, 
both 
historically 
and 
currently. Mr. Benson denies that 
high farm incomes of the 1940's 
were due to high price supports— 
instead, he says, they were due to 
“ the insatiable dem ands of war 
and w artim e inflation.” And he 
characterizes as an even m ore ser­ 
ious fallacy the claim that high 
price supports can hold up farm 
income even though surpluses ac­ 
cum ulate. He w rites: “ In every 
year but one from 1947 through 
1955, farm income declined—and in 
all the.^e ^ e a rs, until 
mid-1955, 
high rigid price supports were on 
the statute books and com pletely 
in effect.” 
M oreover, the 
Secretary 
de­ 
molishes .the idea that high sup­ 
ports are of benefit to the famiiy- 
siz^d farm . Only 24 per cent of 
farm income is derived from the 
six basic com modities which have 
been supported at 90 per cent of 
parity. Most of the $9 billion the 
governm ent has invested in price 
supports operations is in three of 
these com modities —wheat, corn, 
and cotton. So, Mr. Benson writes, 
“ . . . the diversified, family-sized 
farm s have had precious little help 
from the old program . 
Instead, 
governm ent help has gone m ainly 
to big volume, specialized, low- 
cost producers—to the ‘big busi­ 
ness' of agriculture."

P erhaps without quite realizing 
it, the author of the quoted sen­

seem s to think th at voluntaryism 
is not enough and that the factor 
of coercion should be introduced. 
As long as religion is kept on a 
voluntary basis he seem s to feel 
that in some m anner it is being 
kept. 
. . out of politics, econom* 
ics, and education . . 
Im plicit in this sentence is the 
thought that while voluntary re­ 
ligion will affect personal m orality 
it will not affect politics arid ec- 
omics, and that the factor of gov­ 
ernm ent which is coercion m ust 
be introduced. 
We believe this is a m istake. Law 
and penalty do not produce a sat­ 
isfactory society. Reborn m en will 
reshape their institutions, but it 
cannot be done satsifketorily by 
coercion exercised 
by 
w hatever 
group gains control. 
The w riter of the sentence in 
question would no doubt 
recoil 
from coercion in religion. Let him 
ponder the thought that it is like­ 
wise objectionable when used in 
politics, economics and education- 
beyond the m inimum necessary to 
protect life liberty and property. 
We do not believe that coercion 
in the economic activities of men 
is sanctioned by the m oral law or 
by the concept of m an’s sonship 
to God, and we do believe that 
many attem pts to improve society 
by using it have thoroughly dem ­ 
onstrated its futility.—Howard E.

Whit Other Papers Say.. 


OVER THE BARREL 
The business world runs 
on 
paper. 
Forms, 
contracts, agreements, 
statements, memos, letterheads, k 
envelopes — these are the bread 
and butter items which peg down 
the “do or don’t” of every type of 
a business from a doctor’s prescrip 
tion, to a farm contract, the pur­ 
chase of an automobile or the trans 
fer of property. 
For newspapers and magazines 
paper is the lifeblood. 
Thus it is interesting to note 
that five or six of the m ajor mills 
in Canada can and do affect the 
lives of practically every 
man, 
woman and child in the United 
States. The 
recently 
announced 
S4 per ton increase in newsprint 
is the 12th in 13 years. How does 
that affect the m an on the street? 
Most daily papers now charge a 
dime per copy, and 15 cents on 
Sundays. A few charge 15 and 25 
cents. Kids who read comic books 
find that their favorite books have 
gradually increased in price. Mer­ 
c h a n ts proffesional and business­ 
men find that their cost of office 
forms have advanced sharply in 
price over the past few' vears. 
This latest price announcem ent 
will soon be reflected in another 
sm all hike in the price of better 
quality papers, because it all starts 
from the sam e basic stuff—pulp. 
The governm ent — our govern­ 
m ent that is—can do very little ex­ 
cept file a protest against the mills 
for fixing prices unsupported by 
any legitim ate reason. 
The big boys merely shrug it 
off and deny any collusion or car­ 
tel. 
M aybe they are right, but it sure 
looks fishy. 
F ’rinstance. Some years ago pa­ 
per jobbers would announce 
a 
price war usually on bread 
and 
butter sulphite papers. 
Such 
a 
“ w ar” m ight last two months or 
six weeks» but eventually this price 
drop resulted in a healthy hike 
when peace was again restored to 
the trade. 
Why? 
No one can prove anything, but 
the chances are that such wars 
were instigated 
primarily 
to 
squeeze the smaller 
mills 
into 
line—or bankruptcy. No one said 
anything about it. No one can do 
anything about it. 
But the fact remains that busi­ 
ness generally, and the 
primary 


users of pulp in particular, are 
strictly over the barrel with our 
friends in Canada wielding 
the 
equally well known paddle. —The 
Charleston Enterprise-Couricr.

A bill introduced at 
Jefferson 
City, with our own Senator Spencer 
as one ot its sponsors w ill if pas­ 
sed provide money for improve­ 
ments in Missouri’s 2f parks that 
are sorely needed. The park sys­ 
tem operates on a limRed budget, 
with insufficiant money to build 
enough new facilities or improve 
old ones for the convenience of 
our people who want to use the 
parka. The new law would allow 
park authorities to borrow money 
for such improvements by issuing 
“ revenue” bonds that would 
be 
paid off in 40 years with income 
from the facilities built and from 
other revenue producing projects 
already existing in our parks. We 
haven't enough youth and ground 
camps, 
accomodations for over­ 
night visitors, swimming facilities, 
playground equipment and other 
things that park visitors want and 
are willing to pay for. We haven’t 
preserved and developed our his­ 
toric spots and shrines, such as 
Mark Twain’s birthplace, as we 
should. All this lack of develop­ 
ment because of the lack »f money.

He reads about Hou- 
dini and dream s of being a magi- 
c an He sees a movie of Martin 
Johnson in Africa and dreams of 
being an actor and a big game 
hunter. He reads about Charles 
Lindbergh flying the ocean alone, 
so he takes to building model air­ 
planes. 
“That boy Jim would do better 
to go to work m his dad’s hard­ 
ware store,’’ say his neighbors in 
a town with the unlikely name of 
Indiana, Pa. “He doesn’t know 
what he wants.” 
Instead Jim goes to Princeton 
University where, as thousands 
cheer—he’s 
a 
cheerleader—he 
dreams of being an engineer, an 
actor, a stage boss 
“Jim ’s life goals arc presently 
multidirectional,” says his profes­ 
sors, which is their way of laying 
he doesn’t know what he wants. 
Well, Jim finally graduates — 
with a degree in architecture, his 
latest dream — and lands a job 
doing card tricks and playing an 
accordion in a New England tea­ 
room. He does a fe* summer 
theater roles. Then he becomes 
a s’age manager in Boston, and 
absent-mindedly rings down the 
final curtain on Miss Jane Cowl, 
who is playing “Camille.” right 
in the middle of the famous death 
scene. 
After Broadway, Jim goes to 
Hollywood, wbere his shy and 
gangling charm win him a Quick 
buildup as “The boy who Uvee 
next to the girl next door.” 
The producers, w h o at first 
think Jim will be easy to push 
around because he is so polite 
and doesn’t seem to know what 
he wants, are surprised to find 
he knows what he doesn't want— 
s’ereo’yped roles. In 1940 he wins 
an academy award in “The Phil­ 
adelphia Story,” and tells an in­ 
terviewer: 
“Hollywood dishes out too much 
praise for small things. I won’t 
let it get me, but too much praise 
tan turn a fellow's head if he 
doesn’t watch his step.” 
Jim saves up his money for a 
rainy day. and soon has enough 
to last him through a century- 
long cloudburst. He buys a plane 
and learns to fly.

Tuesday when the voters of Sikeston go to the polls 
for a special election to decide w hether they want to 
vote for a bond issue of $1,600,000 in order that their 
Board of Public Works may go ahead and build a mod­ 
ern, larger, municipally-owned power plant to take care 
of the steadily rising demand for power and be prepared 
to meet the demands for electric power that certainly 
will be made by any and every industry that even con­ 
siders locating in Sikeston, they will not be voting to 
burden themselves with any additional tax burdens nor 
will they be giving the Board of Public Works permis­ 
sion to raise the power rates. 


The ballot will read: 


“PROPOSITION” 
“Shall the following be adopted; 
“Proposition to issue electric light 
revenue bonds of the City of Sikeston, 
Missouri, to the amount of One Mil­ 
lion Six Hundred Thousand Dollars 
($1,600,000) for the purpose of im­ 
proving and extending the electric 
light works of said City, the principal 
of and the interest on said revenue 
bonds to be payable solely from the 
revenues to be derived by said City 
from the operation of said electric 
light works.” 


That is the exact wording of the ballot the voters are 
asked to vote yes or no on. Nothing more, nothing less. 
There is no provision for the bonds to be paid by addi­ 
tional or special taxes in the future—the bonds must, by 
law, be paid off with the revenue of the plant only. 


To the voters, this word of caution. Don’t be fooled 
by hearsay or rumors that there will be more taxes to 
pay off the bonds. Under the law, revenue bonds may 
only be paid off by just that, ‘revenue.’ 


There will be no increases in power rates simply to 
take care of the bonds. The net profit of the municipal­ 
ly owned plant, year after year, will be ample to pay off 
interest and principal payments as they come due. 


Anybody who tells you differently is either completely 
uninformed or is motivated by an ulterior motive eith­ 
er his own warped and narrow understanding; ignor­ 
ance of the facts, or is saying w hat somebody else has 
told him to.

D. Morse. His statement is based 
em an analysis of 
information 
from the last Census of Agricul­ 
ture—and here are some of the 
facts produced. 
The proportion of family farms 
to the total number of farms in 
the U. S. has held steady in re* 
cent years. There has been no 
change in the total 
number 
of 
farms operated by families in the 
last 15 years. 
In a late year, family-operated 
farms comprised about 97 percent 
of all our farm s, leaving only 
about three per cent for the large- 
scale farms. The percentage 
of 
farm ers who were full or part own­ 
ers of the land they worked stood 
at 75 per cent—an all-time record 
high. Farm tenancy, by contrast, 
was at a record low. 
Increasing 
mechanism 
allows 
family farms to operate with less 
hired labor than in the past—and 
also permits family farms of great­ 
er acreage. As Mr. Morse puts 
it, "authorities generally 
agree 
that the family farm will continue 
to dominate American Agriculture. 
The family farm is not only be­ 
ing preserved but strengthened , , 
About 7 out of IO farmers have 
no mortage debt. Farm foreclos­ 
ures are near record low.” And he 
points to various Department of 
Agriculture programs designed to 
further strengthen 
family 
farm ­ 
ing, including increased research, 
new authority for credit, increased 
budgets for conservation work. and 
the soil bank. 
In this connection, some state­ 
ments made in Secretary of Agri­ 
culture Benson’s new book are apt 
indeed. The book, "Farm ers at the 
Crossroads,” has been 
published 
by the Devin-Adair Company, and 
goes deeply into the agricultural 
situation, 
both 
historically 
and 
currently. Mr. Benson denies that 
high farm incomes of the 1940 s 
were due to high price supports— 
instead, he say*, they were due to 
"the insatiable demands of war 
and wartime inflation.” And he 
characterizes as an even more ser­ 
ious fallacy the claim that high 
price supports can hold up farm 
income even though surpluses ac­ 
cumulate. He writes: "In every 
year but one from 1947 through 
1955, farm income declined—and in 
all these ^ears, until 
mid-1955. 
high rigid price supports were on 
the statute books and completely 
in effect.” 
Moreover, the 
Secretary 
de­ 
molishes .the idea that high sup­ 
ports are of benefit to the family- 
siz£d farm. Only 24 per cent of 
farm income is derived from the 
six basic commodities which have 
been supported at 90 per cent of 
parity. Most of the S9 billion the 
government has invested in price 
supports operations is in three of 
these commodities —wheat, corn, 
and cotton. So, Mr. Benson writes. 
. . the diversified, family-sized 
farms have had precious little help 
from the old program. 
Instead, 
government help has gone mainly 
to big volume, specialized, low- 
cost producers—to the ‘big busi­ 
ness* of agriculture.”

Implicit In this sentence Is th# 
thought that while voluntary re­ 
ligion will affect personal morality 
it will not affect politics arid ec- 
omics. and that the factor of gov­ 
ernment which is coercion must 
be introduced. 
We believe this is a mistake. Law 
and penalty do not produce a sat­ 
isfactory society. Reborn men will 
reshape their institutions, but it 
cannot be done satsifactorily by 
coercion exercised 
by 
whatever 
group gains control. 
The writer of the sentence in 
question would no doubt 
recoil 
from coercion in religion. Let him 
ponder the thought that it is like­ 
wise objectionable when used in 
politics, economics and education- 
beyond the minimum necessary to 
protect life liberty and property. 
We do not believe that coercion 
in the economic activities of men 
is sanctioned by the moral law or 
by the concept of m an’s sonship 
to God, and we do believe that 
many attempts to improve society 
by using it have thoroughly dem­ 
onstrated its futility.—Howard E.

OVER THE BARREE 
The business world runs 
on 
paper. 
Forms, contracts, agreement*. 
statements, memos, letterheads, Ii 
envelopes — these are the bread 
and butter items which peg down 
the "do or don’t” of every type of 
a business from a doctor’s prescrip 
lion. to a farm contract, the pur­ 
chase of an automobile or the trans 
fer of property. 
For newspapers and magazines 
paper is the lifeblood. 
Thus it is interesting to note 
that five or six of the major mills 
iB Canada can and do affect the 
lives of practically every 
man. 
woman and child in the United 
States. The 
recently 
announced 
14 per ton increase in newsprint 
is the 12th in 13 years. How does 
that affect the man on the street? 
Most daily papers now charge a 
dime per copy, and 15 cents on 
Sundays. A few charge 15 and 25 
cents. Kids who read comic books 
find that their favorite books have 
gradually increased in price. Mer­ 
chants profferlonal and business­ 
men find that their cost of office 
forms have advanced sharply in 
price over the past few veers. 
This latest price announcement 
will soon be reflected in another 
small hike in the price of better 
quality papers, because it all starts 
from the same basic stuff—pulp. 
The government — our govern­ 
ment that is—can do very little ex­ 
cept file a protest against the mills 
for fixing prices unsupported by 
any legitimate reason. 
•hie big boys merely shrug it 
off and deny any collusion or car­ 
tel. 
Maybe they are right, but it sure 
looks fishy. 
F*rinstance. Some years ago pa­ 
per jobbers would announce 
a 
price war usually on bread 
and 
butter sulphite papers.

UNDER WAY — The issue was 
first raised this session in a hear­ 
ing of the Senate Labor Commit­ 
tee. The same controversy also 
is pending in the House Labor 
Committee. 
The bill which would give the 
federal government unprecedented 
power is sponsored by Senators 
Morse of Oregon. M urray of Mon­ 
tana. Neeiy of West Virginia and 
McNamara of Michigan, all Dem­ 
ocrat*. The latter was a labor 
union official before coming to 
Congress. 
Under the bill, about 10,000,- 
000 additional persons would be 
brought under t h e law. These 
have not been covered because 
they are in w hat has been con­ 
sidered intrastate business a n d 
thus outside federal jurisdiction— 
or because of specific exemptions. 
BROAD TERMS OF BILL — 
The proposed legislation is in­ 
tended to bring virtually every 
activity in any way affecting com­ 
merce under federal control.
